I am writing in reference to Security Council resolution 2105 (2013), adopted 
on 5 June 2013, by which the Council decided to extend until 9 July 2014 the

Ms. Elena G. Vodopolova, Russian Federation (missile technology); 

Mr. Olasehinde Ishola Williams, Nigeria (conventional arms and related 
materiel, and financing of illicit arms transfers); 

Ms. Salome Zourabichvili, France (non-proliferation/nuclear and conventional 
disarmament). 

I have designated Ms. Zourabichvili to serve as Coordinator of the Panel of 
Experts.
